Under the amendment there would 
be no state ad valorem tax and the 
commonwealth would receive 20 per 
cent of the taxes collected on intan- 
gibles. The cities would receive five 
mills on ad valorem taxes and 40 per 
cent, or two mills, on the intangible 
yield. The counties would receive five 
mills of the ad valorem and five mills 
school tax, in addition to the remain- 
ing 40 per cent of the yield from in- 
tangibles. 

As the plan worked out the cities 
will have a 15-mill ad valorem limit 
and the counties will have a 10-mill 
ad valorem limit because the coun- 
ties will not receive any of the ad 
valorem taxes collected for city pur- 
poses,

Control of too ‘many cotton 
rats is necessary, but to set out to 


stop them altogether anywhere is a 
bit foolhardy. You might just as well 
issue all the foxes in the neighbor- 
hood engrated invitations to your 
chicken coop. 

Now the cotton rat is a small 
brown animal that . frequents sedge 
fields, especially those that have stood 
for three or four years. Here they 
cut runways. through the dead grass 
and literally cover the area with their 
trails. There are occasional nests 
here and there, where there are more 
and more cotton rats produced from 
time to time all during the year. It 
looks like cotton rats ought to be 
named sedgefield rats, but the biolo- 
gists have already christened the spe- 
cies. 

Most of the relatives of the cotton 
rats have their residences to the south 
of us, especially in Mexico. The re- 
cent invasion of the Mexican boll- 
weevil brings to mind the invasion of 
cotton rats that took place many, 
many years ago, and was a slow proc- 
ess, beginning as it did with the orig- 
in of the group itself. That borders 
on the technical now and we had

The cotton rats are members of the 
Cricetine series of the Muroidae, 
which just means that they are na- 
tive mice closely related to the white- 
faced mice and cotton mice and gold- 
en mice and other familiar species.

PARIS, March 21—( AP )—The text 
of the French note to Germany fol- 
lows: 


“Receiving the ambassador of 
France March 16, the chancellor 
of the reich made known to him the 
text of a law promulgated the same 
day by which the German §overn- 
ment re-established in Germany ob- 
ligatory military service and_ in- 
creased the German army to 36 di- 
visions, 

“A week earlier, the German au- 
thorities had given an official status 
to German military aviation. 

“These decisions are definitely, 
contrary to the contractual engage- 
ments written in the treaties which 
Germany signed. 

“They are equally contrary to the 
declaration of December 19, 1932, 
whereby the reich government vol- 
untarily recognized that a general 
statute of armaments carrying equal- 
ity of right for Germany with all 
nations should not be made without, 
the establishment of a security re- 
gime for all. 

“After several proposals tending to 
give effect to this principle, the

U. S. Offers Gold

saddling of the Four Horsemen of 
the Apocalypse by Herr Hitler was almost as puzzling to our diplo- 
matic seers as to the average newspaper reader. 

The diplomats know little more about what he is up to than 
you do, but they have their own ideas, which may be accurately 
condensed as follows: 

Hitler is only an omen. What is fundamentally wrong with the 
situation is that he and all the rest of the statesmen of Europe are 
not brilliant enough to solve the economic catastrophe in which they 
are mired. 

It is a favorite old remedy of dictators and statesmen to order 
the beating of the war drums when the people threaten to do mora 
than cry for bread. 

Hitler is an opportunist playing that game, and he is not the 
only one. He does not want war, but he must have diplomatie 
victories, by threatening wars. He must keep on having them. He 
eT stop until his Timtéetic economic and political situation is 
safe. 

As no one here believes his situation is going to be safe any 
time soon, the belief is general that the game has only started, 


WAR? To continue paraphrasing the personal thoughts of our 
political wise men: 

This game requires hazardous living under the constant threat 
of war, without getting into one.. At least, the broad objective is 
to stave off war until economic chaos threatens to engulf you at 
home or until you are strong enough to conduct a war with a rea- 
sonable chance of success. 

Hitler stole this technique from the Japanese. They have been 
playing just about the same game in the orient. By aggressive, 
warlike diplomacy, they have won frequent diplomatic victories 
from Russia and everyone else in Manchukuo and China, thus avoid- 
ing political chaos at home:

To Aid Tenants, ’Cropper 


Alabama Senator Would 
Convert Large Number 


of Farm Workers Into | 


Home Owners. 


Note: A plan whereby farm 
tenants and share croppers may 
become farm owners is described 
here by the junior United States 
senator from Alabama. “The so- 
cial’ and economic values in con- 
verting a large number of farm 
workers into farm home owners” 
are stressed by Senator Bank- 
head, who has introduced a bill for 
a billion-dollar federal loan agency 
to carry out his proposal.

WASHINGTON, March 21.—The 
hope behind my bill is to convert as 
many tenant farmers, share croppers 


and farm laborers into farm owners 
as possible. [laving been reared in the 
hill section of northwest Alabama, I 
have observed as far back as I can 
remember that the farm tenant situa- 
tion in that section, which is no worse 
or no better than it is in many other 
sections, is not what it ought to be. A 
man cannot well take the same inter- 
est in a community when he is a 
tenant as he does when he owns his 
own home. That, of course, is human 
nature, but it has hindered the best 
development. 

Something like one-third of all the 
tenants in the country move every 
year. In some partg of the country, 
particularly in certain sections of the 
cotton belt, the tenants move about 
so much that it is impossible to say 
what percentage change farms every 
year. The percentage is very high. 

Tenants Move Frequently. 

You can’t build a community, or a 
country, or a section when so large 
a percentage of its people move out 
every year, and their places are taken 
by new people who follow the same 
practice. Of course, all tenants do 
not move that frequently. But tak- 
ing the country as a whole, tenants 
move entirely too often for their own 
good as well as for the good of the 
community. Whether they move vol- 
untarily or for other reasons, the re- 
sults are the same. 

Another problem has arisen in the 
last few years which has added fuel 
to the already damaging flame. Fol- 
lowing the crash of the stock market 
in 1929, there was an exodus of in- 
dustrial employes from the cities back 
to relatives on the farms. Many of 
these have a farm background, but 
their return made it necessary f 
some farm families to go on relief 
ro 


for 


ls. 
On top of these two conditions, we 
have a big army of tenants who have 
simply farmed themselves poor and 
almost helpless on submarginal lands. 
Many of these would become pros- 
perous farm owners with a future if 
they could be relocated on better land, 
and could be given a good start to- 
ward home ownership. But as it 
stands now, all they can do is to plug 
along until they die trying to eke out 
a living on land too poor for profit- 
able cultivation.

Charges That 499,000 Lbs. 
of Meat Spoiled Impels 
Investigation. 


COLUMBUS, Ohio, March 21.—(#) 
An assertation that nearly a half 
million pounds of Ohio’s relief meat 
were permitted to spoil was made to- 
night after Attorney-General Cum- 
mings made known the department of 
justice is looking into the turbulent 
Ohio relief situation. 

Charles C. Stillman, who took over 
control of Ohio relief, said that 499.- 
000 pounds of spoiled meat lay in a 
Toledo storage plant for a month and 
then were shipped to Columbus to be 
destroyed. 

He also said that an inspector has 
been sent to Toledo to investigate a 
report that another 452,000 pounds of 
meat are spoiled there. 

Stillman’s disclosure of a general in- 
vestigation at the meat canning divi- 
sion of the surplus commodities divi- 
sion of the state relief administration 
came after a grand jury here took up 
charges that business firms seeking re- 
lief contracts were “shaken down” for 
$8,000 by Governor Davey'’s campaign 
committee, 

Stillman said that none of the spoil- 
ed meat had been distributed to Ohio 
relief clients.

Prosecutor Donald J. Hoskins, of 
Franklin county, called Governor Da- 
vey’s secretary, Dan Duffy, before the 
grand jury and then postponed the 
hearing of other witnesses until to- 
morrow while he conducted a quiet 
checkup of information supplied him,

NEW YORK, March 21.—(UP)— 
Inflation again dominated trading 
comment tonight as the Patman sol- 
diers’ bonus bill passed the house of 
representatives in Washington.

Meanwhile the rally in the market 
today, gains ranging to four points 
with 470,000 shares exchanged in the 
last hour, convinced many traders that 
any definite assurance of policy—either 
on business or money—would find 
plenty of trading funds to support the 
stock market.

UF FOSPITALIZING BILL 


Group hospitalization. 
small wage earner by permitting him 
to receive 21 days of hospital care in 
any approved hospital of his choice 
for the payment of a small yearly fee, 
will be brought before the senate for 
discussion today, with amendments, 
after passage in the house recently by 
a vote of 108 to 4.

Barker, superintendent of the 
Georgia Baptist hospital, and presi- 
dent of the Georgia Hospital Associa- 
tion, Thursday night expressed ap- 
proval of the bill. 

“Private hospitals in the state of 
Georgia have offered the facilities of 
the institutions, guaranteeing 21 days 
of hospital care each year to the wage 
earning class and it is up to the house 
and senate to say whether or not the 
people shall have this service,” said 
Mr. Barker, “Several hundred of the 
larger cities of the United States have 
already put such a plan into effect 
with much success. I am hoping the 
representatives of the people of Geor- 
gia will see to it that we have such a 
plan of state-wide scope. 

“As it now stands, the insurance 
laws of Georgia require $100,000 col- 
lateral with the state, plus $50,000 
working capital hefore such a plan 
could be effected. The new bill will 
allow this protection with only $2,500 
reserve required by the insurance com- 
mission. There are only two more days 
Jeft for this bill to be passed and if 
the people are to have this protection 
it — be necessary to expedite the 
bill.”
